Tbe AVestniinster papers of Salunlay 
last -were devoted to a cohsideratioii of 
the topic wliich lieads tliis article, aiul 
Ibo efiorts of the editors are ably 
seconded by Mr. Brow.v, M.P.P.. \i\\o, 
in a letter to the Herald, descants upon 
tiho commanding (I) situation of the 
■V.-^'Royal City as a commercial entrepot 
and refers" to Victoria as a "raiddle- 
man," which this port undoubtedly is 
under the existing state of its com- 
munication with the Mainland. Every 
pound of goods landed at Victoria 
and destined for Yale has to 
,;be handled three or four times, 
' and has to p.\v three wharfages boforo 
• it readies its consignee's hands. The 
tremendous disadvantages under which 
our trade laj^s are not lost sight of by 
the i)eoiile of tho Mainland, and we 
find tlie Guardianon Saturday exclaim- 
ing: 

"The quantity of gooda likely to bo 
, ^.purchased or shipped i*ia Victoria, in fii- 
tSrej'will Become smtdlor and beautifully 
less. Merchants and shippers begin to 
find that by having their goocbs brought 
directly to Now Westminster from Port 
land or San Francisco i/ici/ gtt them a 
Imcer freights and toith less ri-k of damTj 
than by sending them via Fic/on*, bfmlc 
mi-iiig 1" minor chanjes." 

This is precisely the argument wt 
have advanced when discussing this ini 
portantand (to Victoria) vital suliject 
It is a fact that goods arc freighted from 
San Francisco to New Westminster at 
a lower rate than they can bo freigiU(al 
from San Francisco via Victoria 
to New Westminster, besides avoidin 
tho "risk and damage" and "saving 
minor charges" for wharfage and hand! 
ing between the two ports. How long, 
we ask, can tliis systfm continue with- 
out literally "knocking tlie bottom out" 

■ of Victoria triulc and couinu'rcc ? How 
long will the merchants of the Interior, 
which is about to spring forward by 

. "leaps and bpunda" .under the stimu- 
.lating influence of railway construc- 
.,tion, submit to the heavy tax which 
■ • the present condition of our connection 
with the Mainl.and imposes ! Will the 
people continue to pay per ton on 
freight shipjied via Victoria when they 
have to pay only §3 per ton if it 
is shipped to New Westminster directi 
Our "iVestminster friends put the case 
very fairly when they argue from 
the standpoint of cost and risk 
and wliarfages. So far as those 
considerations go we acknowledge 
that . their position cannot be 
successfully assailed. Victoria stands 
at a disadvantage. But when thev 
assert that it is Westminster trade 
that is subjected to tlu^se heavy and 
unneces.sary imposts wo challenge the 
correctness of the assertion. It is 
Victoria commerce that is shackled by 
.the risk and expense of transhipping 
goods at New Westminster. New 
Westminster commerce has been 
and still is a dtdusiou — a myth. One 
swallow does not nmko a sunnner; 
neithor will one steamship make New 
Westminster a cotnmercial entrepot. 
We are not disheartened because the 
steamship Victoria entered and cleared 
at the Royal Uity. The fact per se pos- 
sesses little importance. But it is tho 
condition of our inland steam naviga- 
tion which renders the trips of the 
Victoria to New Westminster profi- 
table and even necessary, tliat has ex 
cited our apprehension. When mer- 
chants or railway contractors at Yale 
■ can say with truth that they are able 
to receive goods and plant from San 
Francisco i*(rt New Westminster at a 
less cost per ton tlian they can receive 
them via Victoria, the matter be- 
comes a moiuentou.s one for Victoria; 
and Victoria ijropertyowners, no less 
than Victoria merchants, should con- 
sider what the transferance of tiic .seat 
of commerce to the -Mtiinhind really im- 
plies. 

We contend that the carrying trade 
hetween Victoria, the natural foot, 
and Yale, the practicublc/fW, of naviga- 
tion, can be conducted witli ease 
and perfect inimuiiity from danger, 
without the I'isk, dehiy and danger of 
transhipment at New Wi-stmiustcr, for 
seven or eight months in the year. 
This was demonstrated twenty two 
years ago, at intervals sinci;, and with- 
in the past few wet.'ks. It is no un- 
solved problem like the "lo" puzzle. 
It is an established tact; and why a 
firm and decided .stand is not taken to 
turn it to [jracticiil account by tho.se 
who are wry deeijly interested in 
tho piosperity of tho city and the de- 
velopment of tb© Great Interior of the 
province is to us an inexplicable mys- 
tery. New WestminsteriaUK — always 
alive to the furtherance of their own in- 

■ terests — .-ire taking their stand on the 
transliipnient of freight from Victoria 
at tlndr [lort, and ask San Francisco 
consignors and Yale consignees why 

. thoy consent to have their goods 
handled twice when oiioi will sulHce by 
sending the oce-in steamers direct to 
Now Westminster ! Such is tlie ground 
on wliich they have taken their stand; 
and wo have admitted that in the 
existing condition of our inland steam 
service it is a strong one. We, too, have 

-asked to be told what necessity there is 
for handling goods twice between Vic- 
toria and Yale, wlien they sliouUi not 
be handled at all between tho poro of 
shipment and tho point of destination ! 
The remedy is within roach of the peo- 
ple of Victoria. Will tiiey apply it ? 

THE pr£:mier'S apology. 

Tho Gladstoki:-K.-\rolvi incident is 
still tlio principal theme of di.scussion 
iu the newspapers and in the clubs. 
The conservativo organs almost uni- 
versally condemu the course of the 

■ premier, while the liberal journals en- 
doavof to defend him, but their efforts 

. in this. direction are exceedingly weak. 
The opposition prints ask for the pub- 
Ijpfttioii of KAiBOi.vi's letter demanding 



an apology, which, it is supposed, is in 
existence. The ])assage in ilr. (iL.\D- 
stonk'h note, where he .says that he had 
resolved, as minister to the Queen, not 
to repeat or even defend in argument 
the polemical language used when in 
an irresponsible position, gives a handle 
to tho conservative pres.s. Thoy are 
pertinently asking IMr. Glaostoxe's 
electors what they think about it. At 
all events there i.s only one opinion all

Yesterday was the date fixed for the 
Crown to show cause why a writ of habeas 
ciiypu.i ad suhjicii'iidum should not issue in 
tho case of tho Kamloops nuirdcrer.s, but 
owing to a technical difficulty in respect 
to tho return the argument was postponed 
imtil Fi-idaj' next. On application of Mr. 
Theo. Davie and IMr, W. Norman Bole, 
counsel for the prisoners, Mr. Justice 
Crease made an order directed to the 
Slierifl' of the city of New Westminster 
ordering that the execution of the pri- 
soners shall not take phice before Thursday 
the 17th inst. Tho ofder was immediately 
telegraphed to tho Sheriff by tho Registrar 
of tho Supremo Court. 

TiiK Old Ce.^ietery. — Portions of the 
old cemetery are in a sad state of dilapi- 
dation. Railings and fences in many 
cases rotted and fallen down. The orna- 
mental shrubbery choked with weeds and 
ivy, the latter overrunning the walks. 
Head and footstoues and monuments 
lying on thoir sides, or if sbmding so 
thickly coated with moss that tho inscrip- 
tions arc tindistinguishable. The whole 
cemetery, whore lie hundreds of men and 
women and children who once lived in our 
midst, bears an appearance of fnrgotf ul- 
ness and neglect.

cemeteries two largo altars with capacious 
furnaces attached, where oHeringa to Joss 
on behalf of dead Chinamen will bo burn- 
ed. Heathen altars in a Christian buri- 
al-ground form a strange .spectacle in tho 
nineteenth century.

New YoRiq.May 28. — Panama' ad- 
vices to tho 19tk instant state that oil 

the night of May 1st a tremendous ox- 
plosion occurred at Ancon, Peru. A. tor- 
pedo of a new prepai'ation, of e.\.traor- 
dinary jjowcr, which was in proce.ss of 
completion at a manufactory of those 
instruments, exploded accidentally. The 
concussion was tremendous, shaking 
every house in town. The manufac- 
tory was blown to pieces and every in- 
mate destroyed. Six hou.ses adjoining 
were leveled to the ground, walLs, 
roofs, woodwork, furniture etc., broken 
to pieces and totally luincd. Hal£ a 
dozen other houses which joined ou 
these shared neai'ly the samo fate and 
were almost completely leveled to tho 
ground. 01 the persons engaged in 
tho manufacture of the torjicdo scarcely 
a vestige was to be found. Portions 
of bodies impossible of identification 
were found at somo distance from the 
scene of the explosion, in addition to 
which five bodies have been recovered. 
Tho cause of tho oxplo.sionis unknown. 

MILITARY JIOVI'.MENT.S AND PLANS. 

Chilian papers assort that Admiral 
Hi vera lias rcGcived instructions to 
await the result of the impending com- 
bat near Tncua' before commencing ac- 
tive hostilities against Callao. If tho 
battle prove.s a C'hiliiaii victory, the 
admiral is to ofl'er terms of peace to 
the Peruvian government. Should the 
Chilians bo def«-atcd at Tacua, or the 
government refuse the proffered truce, 
then he is ordered to lay Callao in 
ruins, leaving not one .stone upon the 
other. In tho recent bombardment, 
200 shots were lircd into the city, but 
the damages could be repaired for 
§1000. A dozen people, more or less, 
were wounded slightly and one killed. 
The Panama Star learns from oilieial 
sources that a second Peruvian force 
numbering 7,000 men has been or- 
ganizetl in .i\.requi])a. f'uzcoand Puno 
liad marched to .Motpiiga to fall upon 
the roar of the enemy, capture their 
artillery iiiul .stores, acting in combina- 
tion with the allied armv which is in 
Tacua. 

C'ampero arrived in T:unia ou the 
17th of .Vprii, and assumed direction 
of operations. The allied army is in 
magnificent condition with sullieient 
force, abundant elements, unrivallod 
discipline and enthusiasm unbounded. 
The Chilians are in Sama. They will 
attack after marching a long distance 
over a rough country in which it i.s 
liardiv possible to obtain water. Tlir 
allies occupy good positions and are 
admirably provided. The enthusia.sin 
tbi'oiighout Peru is immense. 

A LITTLE FIGHT. 

The Piinama Slur aiul IhraUl jirints 
the following: From Lotumba near 
Tacua tliore comes a report of a severe 
fight between Chilean cavalry under 
Col. Vergard and n division of Peru- 
vian cavalry and infantry under Col. 
Albarracin. Tho latter appears to have 
been severely liandled, the infantry of 
his force ''cing, it is Haid, out to pieces 
by a (ierce charge of the Chilean.s. The 
Peruvian loss is jilaccil at onu hundred 
killed, while many were made prison- 
ers, and a considerable amount of arms 
and ammunition and a number of cattle 
and mules also fell into tho hands of 
the victors. Tho Peruvians retreated 
on Tacua, closely pressed to within a 
few miles of the city by tho enemy. 

Croat Britain. 

Though ^Ir. Forstcr, tho new Irish 
Secretary, i.s a Church of England man, 
ho is the son of a Quaker. He married 
a daughter of the groat Dr. Arnold, of 
Rugby. 

Liverpool and Truro were gazetted 
cities and bishop's sees at one and the 

same time. Jlanclicster was made a 
bishopric in 1817, but was not incor- 
porated as a city till LSo.'J. 

W"hile the three Allsopp.s, the Con- 
servative brewer.4 of Burion-on-Trent, 
have be6n defeated at ihe polls, three 
of their rivals in malt and hops, each a 
Bass, and each a Liberal, have been 
successful in their candidatures. 

The Times and the I'all JMl Gazette, 
two of yh: Gladstone's most uncoiii- 
proniising opponents, have been obliged 
to change front, knuckle down, and do 
the ko tow before tho rising sun. The 
JJaili/ Teloaraph'n proprietor, not having 
obtained his baronetcy, will probably 

follo'A- suit. 

Says "Atlas'' in the Loudon World. 
"It is very comical to listen to the 
more devoted Conservatives quaintly 
grumbling at the seasonable weather 
that promises so well for a good har- 
vest. They peevishly chide Providence 
for having ruined tho Beaconsfieid 
government by three bad harvests and 
one inditrerent one. 'And now that 
these Radicals arc coming in, confound 
it, there will be a bumper!'" 

"George Eliot" (Mi.s8 Marion Evans) 
widow of the late George Henry 
Lewes, is sixty years of age. jMr. 
Cross, whom she has just married, is 
considerably her junior. It was re- 
ported before tliiit the pair pri\'atoly 
married just after the death of Mr. 
Lewes. This, however, was vehement- 
ly contradicted by Mr. Moncure D. 
(Jonway, as well as by Mr.s. Lewes, 
who on taking out letters of probate on 
Mr. Lewes' death made ailidavit that 
sho was ii widow. 

Air. George Grossiuitli, a well-known 
English lecturer, and the father of the 
clever fellow who was tho original 
"Sir Jose])li Porter," has just died sud- 
denly in London. Pic was presiding 
at tho usual "house dinner" of the 
Savage Club, and had just recited an 
amusing scene, called "An incident in 
the life of Serjeant Talfourd," when ho 
was seized with apo])le.vy. 

Tho Rev. Joiin Kinnear, D, D., of 
the Manse, Letierkenny, County Done- 
gal, elected as a liberal member, in the 
place of the Marquis of Hamilton, is 
tho second son of the lato Kor, J ames 



^Kiiihear, of Clonmaneese, near Dun- 
gannon, county Tyrone. He ^vas bom 
in the year I824-, and was educated at 
tho lioyal College at Belfast, -where he 
took the usual degrees; he received his 
degree of P. Y>. from Washington and 
Lee University, America, in 187-1. He 
is a Presbyterian mimBter, at Letter- 
kenny, the charge o£ wliich he has held 
for 30 ycar.s. 

Tho London ]VorId asserts that Mr. 
Gladstone has never shown himself 
particularly successful us the heail of a 
cabinet. He know.s. more of mankind 
than of men. He understands, as ho 
has luttdy proved to doeionstration, tho 
passions and impulses which .sway 
humanity in tho aggregate; he does not 
understand the art of manipulating tho 
foibles and prejudices of individual 
human beings. Hence INlr. Gladstone 
has novor been personally popular in 
the House of Commgns. He has 
created huge waves of enthusiasm; but 
he has inspired little of that personal 
liking and loyalty which is of para- 
mount usefulnes.s to a political leader. 

The iro)'W.says: — Sir J.,ouis Cavag 
nari left Simla for Cabul against bis 
o«ni better judgment, and haunted by 
a melancholy presentiment that he 
would never return. It was not con- 
venient to the go\ eminent that these 
facts should bo stated; but'opistolatory 
evidence of them existed, and would 
liav^ been published by his widow had 
not "iuQuenco" been brought to bear 
u|ion that lady. The pension given to 
Lady Cavagnari wa.s on a scalo for 
v.'liicli no precedent exists; and there 
is very little doubt tlint the consideaa- 
tion which fixed tho sum was tho sur- 
render by Lady Cavagnari of somo 
documents whoso publication the gov- 
ernment had reason to dread. 

In laying the foundation stono of 
the new High School for boys at Ox- 
ford, Prince Leopold remarked ; — The 
])iipilH are intoniled • to spend their 
liours of work and play together, but 
to sleep with thoir own families at 
home. 1 !im a great admirer of our 
great public schools, ami I think the 
massing of large lumibcrs of boys to- 
gether tendfi to call out esprit de corps, 
and those manly qualities all English 
boysi, I hope, possess. But I do not 
think that tho maintenance of liome 
life, side by sido with .soliool life, need 
be any obstacle to tho attainment of 
those qualities. (Hear, hear.) On 
the contrary, I think that if the tone 
of tho home life be high, and the tone 
of the school life bo high also, each 
may help and foster the other. (Loud 
cheers.)!' 

Hobart Pasha went lately to Asia 
Minor on a shooting excursion ; but 
some good-natured friend at Court as- 
sured tlie Sultan that this waa merely 
a blind, and th.at he had gone there 
for the purpose of getting up an insur- 
rection. When Hobart returned to 
Constantinople the Sultan refused to 
.see him. Ho addressed a letter to the 
Sultan informing him that if he was 
deprived of His JIajesty's confidence 
ho should return to England and en- 
deavour to enter Parliament. Once in 
tho House of Commons he should, 
while jjraising the Sultan, inform the 
English public that he was surrounded 
by creatures who rendered all hopes of 
reform in Turkey impossible. This 
letter had tho desired ofi'ect, and Ho- 
bart Pasha's star is once again in the 
ascendant. 

The trustees of the British Museum 
have decided to permanently adopt the 
Siemens .system of lighting by elec- 
tricity, wliich has been in temporary 
use in the reading roo'in for some 
months. 

Slajor O'Gornian, in his farewell 
address to tho electors of Waterford, 

says : — "I told them to their beards 
that if tliov wanted dirty work to be 
done they should sock the services of 
some one else for its performance. 
They then turned against me, and suc- 
cessfully. They cast into oblivion the 
unslumbering services of six long 
yeans. They flung to the winds the 
the record.s of 801 divisions I have at- 
tended, and which have not been equal- 
k1 by any Home llule member excep- 
ting I\Iajor Nolan and Mr. Bi.ggar. 
They aro welcome to their uuhund- 
some victory," "I retire," he con- 
eludes, "to my house, and quit the one 
where for six ycar.s I have done f.-iilh- 
ful duty. I freely forgive those whose 
avarice has l)liiidcd their patriotism, 
and I l)itl the coiistitumicy a kindly 
farewell." 

The striking decrease in the sum 
spent by Great Britain in intoxicating 
liquors during the yea'r 1879 is var- 
iously explained, but the fact itself 
caiiuot be clisputed. Tlje Britisii pub- 
lic spent on beer and spirits last year 
Xl 1,045,030 less than in 1878. " No 
doubt most of this falling ofl' is due to 
the temporary diminution of means, 
but in cannot be attributable to this 
cause, for tho consumptiou of tea, cof- 
fee, and cocoa for the past ye;ir gives 
an average increase of 2.3 per cent. 
h& to the pro|)ortioii of beer ami spirits 
consumed in tho three kingdoms, Mr. 
William Hoyle has compiled an inter- 
esting table which shows that the fall- 
ing ofT has been considerable all round, 
but greater in Ireland than elsewhere. 
Jlr, Hoyle attributes this to the opera- 
tion of tlio Sunday Closing Act in Ire- 
land, but others may bo inclined rather 
to explain it by the widespread dis 
tress in that country. However that 
may be, it is scarcely too sanguine a 
view to take to assume that the tem- 
perance movement is making real way 
among the people.

PROPOSED LOAN FOR WATER 
WORKS PURPOSES. 



THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL BEG 
to placo before the Ratepayei-a the 
RchoniQ of the Water Works Engineer for 
putting tlio City WaterWorks m' a'coni- 
plete conclitioii. 

To carry out tlio work a loan of §70,000 
la necessary, and tho following particulars 
place the matter aa clearly as possible be- 
jore the Ilate|)ayera for their judgment 
thereon. Should the loan be effected and 
tho work Ciirried out tho incroaso in water 
rents resulting therefrom will bo about 
20 per cent. This increase within two 
years will be ample to meet the amount 
annually required for interest and sinking 
fund of tho loan. Tho Water Works at 

^ R)r"amourits'"taken from general rovenuc 

for reconstruction of tho head works. 
This expenditure was necessary in ordui 
to continue tho presont supply of w^ter 
and to prevent tho entire destruction ui 
tho previously constructed works at lie.i- 
vor Lake. The said expenditure has ab- 
sorbed nearly the whole of tho surplus ru- 
vonue of the City for tho currenc year, 
and should it not bo repaid by niuuui oi 
a loan further works on stu-xts will bu 
impossible without incre ibo i t iXatinn. 
-.aSTho'Joan of §70,000 is iiitunne.l to c.a-vj 
out the scheme of tho Wmer Wi.rks En- 
gineer and to repay to the geuor il ruv-unuu 
foripublip we^ks the amount already ex- 
pended at the dam and e.suwiiure, \i Inch 
is nearly §15,000.

being compelled to onhirgo the niaui con- 
duit pipe for nianj- years, 

I would suggest that it will bo necess- 
ary to adopt the principle of a high and 
low aervioo reservoir a.s 1 lind that tho 
high service r'cservoir to bo efl'ectivo 
' must be constructed at an elevation above 
'the level of tho water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain tho delivery of the 
greatest quantity of water in tho City ami 
to eifectively supply tho high levels I 
would suggest tliat the 11 inch main bo 
extended from Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to the neighborhood of 
tho Royal Hospital, as that would give 
an elevation of 135 feet above high water 
mark sufficiently high to supply all the 
thickly popidatcd parts of tlio City. 

A reservoir built at the point suggested 
would have tho following advantages: 
The level of the water in the reservoir 
would bo 58 feet bolow the level 
of the water in Elk Lake, and 48 
feet will bo available for tho delivery 
of water from the above source which 
will give a thcoroticul deliver}- of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply sufficient for a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feet above the 
level of tho water in Reservoir and by 
causing it to pass through a liydraulic en- 
gine it will develop sufficient power to 
raise 3,000 gallons por hour through a 
6 inch pipe into the high service reser- 
voir which may be built on tho high rock 
at tho top of i'ort street, at an elevation 
of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
feet above the level of tlio water in Elk 
Lake, and tliat quantity would ho suffi- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is intended that there will bo 
no cunnection between tho service pipes 
of high and low service reservoirs except 
in case of fire, As to size of reservoirs 
'required, I would suggest that tho low 
service reservoir bo built to hold 1,600,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet squaro and 12 
feet deep, and the high sen-ice one to 
. hold 60,000 gallons, or, say, SOfcet squaro 
and 12 feet deep; and while selecting tho 
beat plan for the construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic use tlioy should be built su 
na to be able to contain the greatest quan- 
tity of water in the smallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude tho light, as 
light is very in jurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propo.-it 
to build tho reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of the rock and using the rmk prn- 
• vided by that means for building the bal- 
ance of the wall, which would ba 8 fei.t 
high, and that will make the i-eoorvoir 1'.: 
feet deep, thereof tobeaupportkd I'y cast 
iron Columns. The cost of carrynm mi; 
and completing the abuve sihenie uili n 
exceed §50,000, to which ni^iat bu added 
§10,000 which will be req^iired to cum 
ploto tho filter beds; but nlMokl y^u hou 
nt to adopt the proposed ^cheme I am 
prepared to furnish y«u detaikd [ilans and 
specifications fi«r the sam ». 

In conclusion I miy add ihit I ani 
aware that it is genoialy a ccepted as a 
tact that tliere is a natural reservoir at the 
head of Fort stieei iind that there is no- 
thing to do but t > turn tho water in'i> it; 
but I find that tu attempt to carry the 
water to one cimuii <ii re.si rwiii- that would 
partially supply tho hi^ii levels 11, e d:tl'er- 
ence betwueii the le\ei of the w.-iti r in 
reservoir and lei ol of w.iter in Elk L^ike 
is so snndl, beitu only 25 feet, the ditier 
enco in the quantify uf water dtdivered ii. 
the city by comparison would be to i ne 
common reservoir at the hij^h lo\cI, 
not suffUnentlu hujh to !>■' ^-Jjei-liic/or all th< 
buUdings, anti from a head of 25 feet 1 1 • 
main conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 g .1- 
Ions per hour, and by tho profiosedschemi! 
from a head of 48 feet tho main conduitf 
pifM) will deliver 37,000 per hour, 3,000 o 
which will bo cfTective for tho higlies 
buildings on the high levels, while the r 
would also bo a saving in pipe as well a 
a more effective pressure on the city mai n 
in case of fire. I am aware that Gold 
stream has still some advocates who 
believe that tho supply should have been 
obtained from that source; but without 
stopping to discuss that point I may say 
that, from whatever source the supply is 
obtained, the proposed sbhcnio is equally 
required by all.
